“All is well with the ships but the Scan- 
dia, which arrived tonight from Hamburg. 
She has 981 passengers. The Scandia is 
full of cholera. She bas had a total of thirty- 
two deaths on the voyage, including twen- 
ty nine in the steerage, two in the second 
cabin aud one in the first.“ 

Dr. Bryan has just telegraphed to Dr. 
Jenkins that he has been on board of all 
the ships. The Senndia, which arrived to- 
night, bas thirty-two cases of cholera, twen- 
ty-nine in the steerage, two in the crew 
aud one in the cabin. He has started off 
to take seven cases ashore to Swinburne 
Gang, 

The Scandia iett riamburg August 2mm 
with 1,086 souls—981 steerage, twenty- 
seven cabin and seventy-seven of the crew. 
Before she had been muny days out the 
cholera had broken out and before she ar- 
rived the pest was fairly raging on board 
of her. Thirty-nine cases occurred in half 
a week. Of these thirty-two succumbed 
before she arrived at the lower quarantine 
anchorage. One by one, by couples and by 
threes the bodies of the — unfortunate vie- 
tims were. dropped overboard.

before coid weather comes, and stocks

What Hon. E. W. Martin Says. 


proposed to advocate, Mr. 
Martin said: 

“There will be many important general 
bills coming before the next legislature. 
All of these will be carefully watched and 
looked after. 

“All of the measures during the cam- 
paign—as, for instance, the law relating 
to the election of county commissioners by 
the people; the bill for the acceptance by 
the state of the veterans’ home, and a 
measure for the proper support of the mili- 
tary—will, of course, receive my early and 
close attention upon the convening of the 
legislature. 

“The law in regard to the board of equal- 
ization has not given satisfaction to the 
people of this county, or to the people in 
general throughout the state, and that mat- 
ter will have to be. remedied. As it now 
stands the law will have to be repealed, 
and this will, I think, be done. 

“Then there will be the usual large num- 
ber of local bills, for incorporation, etc., a 
very important matter in a city so large as 
Atlanta, though as yet my attention has not 
been called to any particular measure of 
that character. 

“During the last two sessions of the leg- 
islature more than 200 bills were intro- 
duced from this county, the large majority 
of which were of a local nature. ny 
of these were of the greatest importance to 
the various interests of this city and 
county. Doubtless during the coming leg- 
islature a larger number of bills of that 
character will be introduced, many of 
which will be very important and all of 
which will have to be carefully looked 
after and watched to their passage. 

Hon. Harvey Johnson's Parpose. 

Mr. Harvey Johnson was found deeply 
immersed in business. He stopped long 
enough to say: 

“The election is so recent that I cannot 
yet tell you of any particular new meas- 
ure I shall advocate. There are two or 
three I intend to introduce, but their details 
and exact character I have not yet deter- 
mined upon. But 1 can_be counted upon to 
support the measures I advocated during 
the campaign which will be introduced by 
myself or os my colleagues, especially a 
bill to provide for the election of the conn- 
ty commissioners by the 8 and a bill 
for the acceptance by the state of the 
Soldiers’ Home.”

When asked as, to his intentions as to 
new legislation during the coming session, 
Mr. Porter King began: 

_ “Until my nomination I had not fixed 
upon the details of any measures as 
thought that would be premature. 

“There are some matters which have oc- 
curred to me upon which legislation should 
be had. The matter about which I have 
thought the most is the question of taxa- 
tien. My views upon this were fully ex- 
pressed in my speech at the opera house, 
and I am now still further studying: the 
question so as to decide whether 
it would be better to repeal 
the law creating county boards of equali- 
zation, or whether it would be better to 
perfect a system of equalizers for the en- 
tire state. One or the other, I am satisfied, 
should be done. 

“Then I think our city court terms should 
each of them be made a return term for 
civil business, so that in the ordinary course 
of legislation, a case might be brought to 
a hearing sooner than at present. I know 
of no practical difficuity in the way of this 
and I believe that thus the transacting of 
5 business could be speeded and facili- 
tated. 

“Another thing that has occurred to me 
is, that a great deal of difficulty has grown 
out of there being no provision for the record 
of bonds for title. The law upon this 
question has been in some confusion, and I 
incline to the opinion that similar provision 
should be made for the rd of these in- 
struments as that now in force in the case 
of deeds. 

“About the election of county commis- 
sioners by the people, I have already ex- 
pressed my views. Prompt legislation should 
be had to effect this, at least as to Fulton 
county. Then as to the Soldiers’ Home, it 
is ay purpose to confer with Colonel W. 
L. Calhoun, the president of the board of 
trustees, and after talking with him to 
try and further such legislation as will 
accomplish its acceptance by the state and 
its maintenance as a home for needy, de-

Savannah, Ga., September 9.—( Special.) 
Next month work will be begun on the 
river and harbor improvements in accord- 
ance with Captain Carters plans. Bids 
are to be received at his office until noon 
of September 17th. They will then be for- 
warded to the department at Washington, 
where the contract will be given out. It 
is not thought that much time will be con- 
gumed there. The contract may be sign- 
ed by October ist, in which event work 
would be under way by Octo 
ber 15th ## From that time until 
the plans are completely carried out there 
will be no cessation of the $3,000,000 
job. The contractors will be under an 
enormous bond for the faithful perform- 
ance of the work. Their operations will 
be under the constant supervision of Cap- 
tain Carter and his assistants, and when 
finished the work will compare favorably 
with any harbor improvements in the 
country. Savannah will then have twen- 
ty-six feet of water to the sea and com- 
paratively slight expenditures will there- 
after be required to maintain the harbor 
in the condition in which Captain Carter's 


work will leave it. 

The government snagboats are now 
being overhauled and repaired in prepara- 
tion for their important work on the 
rivers of this section. They will be in 
readiness soon and will start whenever 
the water gets low enough to permit it. 

The British steamship Highland Prince, 
gecond of the Prince line from Savannah 
to Mediterranean ports, clears tomorrow 
loaded with cotton and naval stores. The 
Arabian Prince is expected to arrive to- 
morrow. The Highland Prince has been 
detained here owing to the present slight 
demand abroad for cotton. Business is 
expected to open up better in a short 
time and freight room will then be more 
in demand.

L. Reynolds, of Asheville, N. C., on the 
charge of murder. Mrs. Peek is a young 
woman about twenty-five years old. She 
was reared in Atlanta and lived here until 
two years ago when she parted with her 
husband, and went to Knoxville, Tenn. 
Three weeks ended her stay in Knoxville 
and she went to Asheville, N. C., where she 
had a brother. There she has lived since 
until -Thursday morning. 

If reports be true Mrs. Peek has not 
led an exemplary life since she has been 
in Asheville. She boarded with an old 
woman named Blazer and says she worked 
in a shoe factory. She met a young man 
named John Noell, who was three or four 
years younger than herself and who lived 
with his widowed mother, soon after going 
to Asheville and the two were ‘together fre- 
quently. Mrs. Peek says they were engaged 
to be married and the union was to take 
place as soon as she could obtau a divorce 
from her first husband. Noell was not al- 
lowed to visit her at Mrs. Blazer's, but 
by his coming by and whistling—a precon- 
certed signal—she would go out and meet 
him not far from the house. 

Last Wednesday night young Noell went 
by and whistled as usual and the Peek wo- 
man went out and met him near a large 
warehouse. While she was talking with 
Noell a young man named Ed Brown came 
up and the two men became engaged in a 
difficulty. The woman says that Brown 
struck Noell a fearful blow on the head 
and then ran off. She took Noell to Mrs. 
Biazer’s and washed his wounds, when he 
left her. Brown died at his home that 
night from a blew given him by Noell, but 
whether he was killed by Noell before he 
left the woman or afterwards is not knowu. 

Thursday morning Mrs. Peek aud Noell 
had disappeared and Sheriff Reynolds 
telegraphed to Atlanta and asked that they 
be arrested. He felt sure that they had 
eome here and he gave a full description of 
each in his telegram. Noell did not come 
to Atlanta, but Mrs. Peek did. She ar- 
rivel here Thursday night and went at 
once to her brother’s residence. Her 
brother works for Echols & Richards, the 
meat men. Yesterday morning Patrolmen 
Conn and Tysor went to Bud Melntyre's 
home and found Mrs. Peek and. arrested 
her. She didn’t appear at all surprised 
and Was not very indignant. She laughed 
and talked with the otiicers pleasantly. At 
first she declared that she knew nothing 
of any one being killed in Asheville. She 
declared that she did not know any one by 
the name of Ed Brown. While standing 
talking with Noell she declares that some 
one came by and struck him on the head 
and ran off. 

She says she came here for work. She 
will be carried back to North Carolina as 
soon as ah officer arrives. 

Meantime she is spending the time gaily 
in cell No. 1, chatting in the happiest man- 
ner.

Edward Brown, a. blacksmith of this city, 
died at his home Thursday night, the cause 
of his death being a blow on the head, in- 
flicted by John Noell, both of this city, on

o'clock Wednesday evening near the rest- 
dence of Mrs. Thomas Peek and it is be 
lieved that the altercation was on her ar- 
count. Brown struck Noell with a rock 
and Noell retaliated in kind, the blow 
crushing Brown’s skull.
